The regenera- 
tion of Hellas will be put back for 
a hundred years. His enemies have 
every interest in crushing him, for 
with the reforms instituted by M 
Venizelos their sources of power and | 
income will alike vanish. They care 
for nothing but their own selfish ends, 
They wilfully ignore the fact that the 
outcome of this political chaos and 
national degradation will be the crush- 
ing of Greece by some foreign enemy, 
or the subjecting of this country to 
the control of the powers. His first 
aim is the strengthening of the army 
and navy, his second is the ptrifica- 
tion of our national life. Should God 
grant to Venizelos ten years of life 
Greece will have entered on a_new 
and glorious era of power and pros- 
perity. 

“A war with Turkey is inevitable, 
not perhaps immediately, but certain- 
ly within the year,” added this de- 
puty. ‘The situation of Greece is 
more critical at the present moment 
than at any period in the last fifty 
years, because the influences of cor- 
ruption and immorality stand savage- 
ly at bay, and will not be crushed 
without a ferocious resistance. II thy 
are triumphant, a civil war wili proo- 
ably result.”—Athens correspondent of 
The London Morning Post. 


Stars by Daylight. 
It is worthy of remark that but for 
the brightness of the sky the stars 
could be seen in daylight. Even as 
matters stand some of the brighter of 
them have been seen after gees by 
where 
the air is very clear and the sky dark 
blue. If we could go above the atmas- 
ere the sky would appear perfectly 
beck and stars would be visible right 
close up to the sun. Astronomers ob- 
serve bright stars in daytime by us- 
ing long focus telescopes, the dark 
i of which cut off the side light, 
and persons in the bottom of deep 
wells have noticed stars passing over- 
head, the side light being reduced by 

the great depths of the wells.

This explajus 
the feeling of drowsiness ufter a hearty 
meul, when there is a determination 
af plood to tae digestive urgaps and 
a withdrawal of blood from the brain.

When to Call Physician. 

If all efforts to expel care from the 
mind at night fail and the brain con- 
tinves overacting in spite of every ef- 
fort, if some sharp corner in life is 
being turned and nature's limit has 
been reached, then the time for the 
physician has arrived. Sleep under 
such circumstances must be had if 
prolonged illness or mental breakdown 
is to be avoided. The physician mus!

case, but it is seldom that he can | 
not bring relief and restore control 
It is only where reckless neglect and 
self drugging have undermined the 
nervous system that his efforts fail. 

In the milder cases of insomnia. 
however, ‘in addition to the cultiva 
tion of self control and orderly think 
ihg habits as above outlined, there ure 
simple measures which are often ef 
fective The most potent is the hot 
foot bath. If you are skeptical, try it 
some night when your brain is throb 
bing and your bead is spinning from 
a long, vexatious day. Immerse the 
feet in water as hot as can be borne 
for ten to twenty minutes. Then hop 
into bed, shut your eyes, and it will 
be rare indeed tbat the “Land of Nod” 
will not open to you and give you rest 
The evening foot batb is a mighty 
good thing even for those who are not 
especially troubled witb insomnia. lt 
rests the brain and promotes a more | 
normal! sleep thun most civilized people | 
are able to get. 

Another good remedy is a slightly 
warm general bath just before retir 
ing. Both bot and cold genera! bathx 
are stimulating and will not promote 
sleep. 


Importance of Diet. 

Restless, disturbed sleep with wear- 
ing dteams—the kind the little boy 
has in the funny papers—is pot un- 
common. In such cases indigestion is 
frequently responsible. Careful diet at 
the evening meal is worth while if you 
wish to avoid trouble. Thorough chew 
ing of all bread, pastry and vegetable 
food is advisable. Constipation must 
also be guarded against, not by the 
constant use of cathartics, but by ex- | 
ercise, water takem rather freely be-

To make cheap. dishes 


keep: our bills down without letting 
our families feel they ate being pinch- 
ed in their food supply, In this effort 
the casserole is of distinct service, 
Take, for instance, a casserole of 
veal. For this you may use the leg 
pieces or any other cheap lean por- 
ations. Cutlet is altogether too godd 
and too expensite, You put the casse- 
role on top of the stove and fry in it 
an onion in a little dripping and when 
this fs hot lay in the slices of meat 
and turn them until their surfaces are 
lightly seared. You arrange the meat 
and sliced or stewed tomatoes in alter- 
nate layers, pour in a cup of weak 
gravy, cover your casserole and put it 
in the oven and leave it there for an 
hour and a half to two hours, ~ 
Try the meat from time to time 
with a fork to see if it is tender. If 
you choose to add a few sliced mush- 
rooms to the dish you may do it, but 
it is good without these. At the last 
turn off the gravy, put it in a sauce 
pan and thicken it with browned flour, 
add a little kitchen bouquet, pour back 
over the meat in the casserole, leave 
this in the oven five minutes and send 
to the table. 
The same plan may be followed with 
lamb or with liver. Use lamb's liver 
instead of calf’s liver, if you really 
-wish to economize, and fry the onion 
with two or three slices of bacon, 
searing the liver in the bacon fat. If 
you choose you may add balls or dice 
of potatoes to the dish, parboiling 
them and putting them into the dish 
about half an hour before you take it 
from the oven.

When required for table arrange 
them in a deep glass dish surrounded 
by abundance of broken lemon jelly 
piled between and around the fruit.

No aonnity 
shall be payable before the age of ff- 
ty-five except for special reasons ov 
account of invalidism or disablement. 

The annuities range from $50 to $800. 
They may be paid for in a jump sum 
at the time they are purchased, by the 
year, by the half year, by the quarter 
or by the week. if any puyment is 
missed the man does not lose bis other 
payments. He may take up the pay- 
ments again when be is able, though 
the time when the annuity will be- 
come payable will be extended. ‘There 
fre no lapses. No money is taken 
from the payments for expenses, the 
Dominion government paying all ex- 
penses. The money paid in its com- 
pounded at the rate of 4 per cent, and 
every cent inures to the benefit of the 
payer. 

If a man dies before all payments 
have been made or before the annnity 
is due the amount paid ip by bim, with 
8 per cent compound interest, will be 
refunded to his legal representatives. 
Every postoffice savings bank is an- 
thorized to accept payments. No med- 
ical examination is required. 

Upon payments made from the age 
of twenty to the age of sixty a fifty 
dollar annuity, payable at the age of 
sixty, will cost $5.01 a year, or $200.20. 
Fifty dollars is the Income from $t,000 
at 5 per cent. In other words, the man 
pays in $200.20 und gets back the in- 
terest upon $1.000 at 5 per cent for as 
long as be lives. A $600 annuity would 
cost $60.06 a year, or a total of 
$2,402.40. Six hundred dollare is the 
income upon $12,000 at 5 per cent.— 
Lhicago Tribune. j

Buenos Ayres on January 25, 1904. 


During. bis 20,000-mile journey, 
he Count had many bair-breath es- 
capes from death. He fell in a well; 
thirty-five fees deep, in Wales in 
June, 1901, was buried in a cone 
of sand while on his way from: Indi- 
ana to,Lucson, Arizona, in Septem- 
bor, 1908, At Bisley, Arizona, he 
was deluged in rain. ,He was. pur- 
aued by a pack of savage dogs and 
was shot at twice. Whilein Soutn- 
ero America; be was shot ih the 
back by Indian bandits and bad to 
craw! several miles before he could 
reach a hospital ; 

The Count’s trotibles were not 
over when his journey was ‘com:
